Natural Partners: 

Workers and Farmers 



IN his sjHeeh "The Road Ahead for Canada" Tim Buck showed 
the trugic fall in earnings the farmers of Canada have ex- 
uerteneed in recent years. 

The Department of Agriculture in Ottawa supports his case 
by showing: how the prairie farmers haw had to surrender the 
ownership of their farms in whole or pari in the 1980-35 period. 
In the former year they owned 56 per cent of their farms, in the 
latter, only 40 per cent. The trend can only haw deepened in the 
drought years of 1936-37 but even if it only continued at the pre- 
vious rate it means that llili.lilio mid farms in the prairie pro- 
vinces arc owned by the farmers themselves and the other 200,000 
cd by the banks, by the mist, insurance and farm imple- 
ment companies. 

In other words the farmer works one acre for himself and 
two acres for the financiers of Canada. He has been reduced, in 
economic effect, to the status of the feudal serf who worked two 
or threC days on his own holding and then two or three on the 
baron's. 

THE latest edition ol the Canada Year liook presents the same 
picture from another angle. In the quarter century ending 
last year, it says, "While the number of occupied farms increased 
by over lo],32ll, the number of farms occupied by owners in- 
creased only 18,630. The number of rented farms,' on the other 
hand, increased by 162.6 per cent in Manitoba, 7:Ji).:i per cent in 
Saskatchewan, and 59&S per cent in Alberta and the increases 
in the number of partly owned and partly rented farms were 
150.9, 897.1 and 550.5 percent." 

The farmer, like the worker before him, is being sn ipped bare 
of private properly under capitalism. Agriculture no longer be- 
longs to the farmers, but to the farmers of the fatfners. 

Thus the two great sections that make up the overwhelming 
majority of the population now have a common enemy and a com- 
mon interest: the need to march shoulder to shoulder nlqng The 
Road Ahead for Canada.
